In concluding 
a long and argu 


mentative letter to Mellon on whicr 
he attacked in detail the treasury 
secretary's position on reducing high 
surtaxes, Couzens declared that he 
believed the best way to settle their 
'"apparent difference of opinion" was 
to hire a hall, meet in a debate and 
"enable the people of the country to 
get at the truth." 


"Both of us will be required to 


rely upon our knowledge rather than 
upon statisticians 
who can 
make 


figures tell any kind of a story or 
clever lawyers who can argue from 
any side," Couzens added. 


Couzens' letter, the second he has 


written Mellon on the tax questions, 
dealt largely with the result to be 
expected from lowering the surtax 
rates as Mellon advocates and wittf 
tax exempt securities. 


"If your proposal is enacted into 


law," Couzens wrote, "there will be 
a deluge of dividends out of Indus 
try to private individuals, many of 
whom have undoubtedly adopted the 
plan that you so well know about, 
namely 
that 
of dividing estates 


among members of a family so as to 
reduce the high bracket incomes and 
of course, reduce the percentage of 
surtax." 


Couzens revealed that since 1913 


he has paid the government $8,223,- 
679 in income taxes. $7,229,161 of 
which he paid in 1920 on 1919 in- 
come. 


Concerning 
Mellon's statements' 


that 
lower 
surtaxes 
would steer 


capital 
away 
from 
tax exempt 


securities into investments bringing 
revenue to the government, Couzens 
said 
that 
Mellon "greatly 
over- 


played" the effect. 


"The entire amount of outstanding 


tax exempt securities in relation to 
the total outstanding amount of cor- 
porate stocks and 
bonds of every 


kind, is so small as to give an ij- 
pearance o fine whole discussion as 
a tempest in 
a teapot," Couzens 


declared. 


He estimated 
that tax exempt 


securities represent not more than 
eight 
per 
ceut of all 
American 


securities. 


He declared that Mellon's estimate 


that the government lost $200,000,000 
annually 
in revenue on account of 


tax exempt securities was unbeliev- 
able. So far as individual holders of 
tax exempt securities are concerned, 
the government could not lose more 
than $15,918,600 annually while the 
high surtax rates bring in $596,503,-

TTR desire for colorful decora- 
tions in the Winter home has 
led inventors to copying fruit 
and flowers to meet the demand. 
Fresh fruit and flowers add the 
needed touch, but both are perish- 
able and must constantly be renewed 
and in Winter they are at the price 
peak of the year. 
The newest artificial flowers are 
made of shells, exquisitely colored 
and attractively combined for deco- 
rative use. A bunch of pink shell 
roses in a cut-glass bowl or silver 
vase are wonderfully natural and 
lovely. 
The flowers are heavy 
enough to keep their shape and if 
they grow dusty, may be easily 
wiped off with a soft cloth. Single 
flowers may also be floated on water 
in a flower-bowl, or saucer of Bo- 
hemian glass, without injury tc the 
flower. 
Then there are -wonderful flowers 
made of very thin shavings of wood. 
These are marvelously real in ap- 
pearance. 
They feel as soft and 
velvetv as real flowers and in tint 
and texture they look lifelike. Many 
women tuck a little ball of cotton in 
their midst, wet with oil of roses 
or attar or roses, which gives off 
just the natural amount of perfume 
expected from the bunch. Great 
skill is shown in the fashioning of 
the leaves that go with the flowers, 
and they make an excellent foil for 
the flowers.

Obliterate These Three: 


Poverty, Ignorance, Di

FEW days ago 1 saw a full-page, illustrated 
editorial showing the effect of ignorance upon 
the human race. Multitudes of men and \\ omen 


were pictured as being pursued by the monster 
slave-driver "Ignorance," who plied them with a 
three-lash whip. The lashes were labelled "poverty," 
"superstition" and "disease." 


There is no doubt that ignorance is responsible 


for much poverty and distress. Lack of some sort 
of education—technical, practical or collegiate—is 
almost certain to doom the victim of its deprivation 
to a life-time of hard labor. Too often hard labor means accident, sick- 
ness, bad housing and every sort of hardship. 


Ignorance leads to superstition, to4 
' 
•—' 


the neglect of sensible means ot liv- 
ing, and the Kino view of life -which 
is so essential to happiness and well- 
founded content. 


But worse than all the rest, ignor- 
ance is responsible for disease and 
death. Innocent children and hard- 
ened sinners are equally certain to 
meet disaster because of their ignor- 
ance of the rules of life. 
Tho other night 1 heard a superin- 
tendent ot schools in an American 
city present arguments in favor of 
requiring the same high standaids in 
bodily perfection as are required by 
s< hools and colleges in intellectual 
development. This can be done in 
city schools where there are doctors, 
nurses and physical directors. But 
it is very different in the country, 
in the towns and villages, and in the 
.small cities where no financial pro- 
vision is made for instruction in 
health and hygiene. Even in Ihe 
great, rich cities there is rarely 
found the financial support essential 
to carrying out a complete program 
of health. 
Ignorance regarding the signifi- 
cance of bad teeth is enough in it- 
self to determine the future health or 
ill health of an individual. "We must 
stop regarding teeth merely as ob- 
jects of adornment. We must begin 
to estimate them in relation to the 
•well-being and efficiency of the in-

When we do this •we 
come to appreciate that dental ignor- 
ance has resulted in unlimited dis- 
turbance to the human race. 
Ignorance of what may happen if 
the 
blood becomes contaminated 
leads 10 the most dreadful of all 
diseases. This poisoning may cause 
conditions which will end in paraly- 
sis, blindness and death. 
Ignorance of the lasting effects of 
wrong living and wrong thinking 
may cause Buffering for the victim 
himself, for hia family and for pos- 
terity. 
Ignorance ia a dreadful 


thing. 
Knowledge is power, it is said. 
Certainly nowhere else in human 
experience is it so Important to dis- 
pel ignorance as it is in dealing with 
health and disease. The more you 
know about disease and health, the 
ways to keep or to get health, the 
happier and healthier you will be. 
Let us do our share to obliterate 
poverty, infection and disease by 
helping every good movement for 
better training, especially of the 
young, in all things seeking to wipe 
out ignorance.

The individual star team, when op- 


erating smoolhly, is* almost unbeat- 
able. However, let some combination 
of circumstances 
array against it, 


such as a hard trip, which fatigues 


j the men and so throws them tempo- 
| rarily off shooting form, or a partic- 
ularly close guarding opponent team, 
or frequently, let over-confidence be 
present due to supposedly weak op- 
position and the star team meets an 
unexpected defeat. On the contrary. 
a team which bases its chances pri- 
marily on combination work has far 
fewer upsets, 
and rarely meets a 


wholly -unexpected defeat. 
Such a 


team will win its victories by smaller 
margins than the teams of stars, but 
will consistently defeat all weaker 
opponents, usually defeat its equals 
and frequently defeat its marked su- 
periors, judged from the standpoint 
of material. 


The all-star team, featuring blir- 


liant individual handling of the ball 
and employing long shots, is a terror 
for leading teams to meet, for it is 
usually highly geared for such con- 


i tests. Where it falls down is in the 
i consistent defeat of second division 
I teams. 
The majority of champion- 


ships fall to fives of clever passing, 
closely cooperating, 
team spirited 


players, rather than to teams featur- 
ing brilliant individual play.

The bloc system of legislation is as bad and

halter draw with good opinion of the law. 


We have heard a lot in recent years of the 


disappearance of the country doctor. The medi- 
cal profession, which is more and more tend- 
ing \o specialization, has been decrying this

sulminating in vain against the vanishing of 
the general practitioner. A Platte county doc-
